OVERCOMING BARRIERS TO PROGRESS 

As time goes on the natural resources of our country 
ate being progressively developed and better utilized to 
improve the standard of living of our r/eople. Likewise, 
those natural barriers to the physical progress of cities and 
other populated areas are being removed or overcome as 
resources increase in value. 

This country's recently inaugurated road building pro- 
gram promises to result in the biggest effort ever put forth 
by this or anv other country to smooth the terrain and 
level off the hills that obstruct travel Incidently. this 
program of construction work will furnish additional em- 
ployment for residents of communities all over the coun- 
try, thus playing a major part in the national economy 
during the ensuing decade. 

In addition to this outstanding, extensive road con- 
struction program, there are other construction projects 
figuring in the development of this great land of America. 
One, the largest now under way is the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way, bringing ocean-going freighters into the very interior 
of the country. Flood control throughout the Mississippi 
and Ohio valleys is also making work and bettering living 
conditions in the midwest. 

The City of Maysville, Ky., has just recently been the 
recipient of a $700,000,000 floodwall, whose building took 
between seven and eight years, for the protection of its 
municipal area. 

The Public Ledger of Maysville has issued a special 
souvenir edition in connection with the celebration by that 
community of the iioodwall's completion. Speaking edi- 
torially of the former menace of Old Man River, the Public 
Ledger declared in part: 

"Now that the situation has been rectified by construc- 
tion of a floodwall, we will be able to take our place as a 
progressive community, a community where people are 
healthy, happy and prosperous; a community that has re- 
moved the scourge of devastating floods. It will mean 
much to us to be able to live the remainder of our lives 
undisturbed by the river. Ultimately, it will mean more 
industry and more employment."

Dairy Cow Freshening 
BMl In Fall Or Winter 

Dairy farmers should plan 
breeding programs to have cows 
and heifers freshen in the fall or 
early winter, according to spe- 
cialists of the U.K. Agricultural 
Extension Service. 

Fall-or winter-freshening ani- 
mals yield more mill, and fat, 
DH1A records show. Also, farm 
work is slacker in winter time 
can be given the cows are dry 
in hot summer months when pas- 
tures are usually short, produc- 
tion is up when milk prices are 
better, the hired-help work load 
is better distributed, and fall 
calves are large enough by spring 
to make good use of pasture and 
can stand hot weather better.

An old proverb has it that two 
things can ruin a home— a leaky 
roof and a cro.-s homemaker. Jn- 
deniably there is some truth in 
this proverb, but the cause might 
be better served if the word 
"cross" were preceded by the ad- 
jective "tired." "Tired" describes 
all of us at the moment, but all 
too often it fits many homemak- 
ers the year 'round. 

The homemaker's job covers a 
lot of territory, but its nerve cen- 
ter is the kitchen. She is more or 
less tied to the spot where her 
working equipment is installed, 
as she supervises activities else- 
where by remote control from 
her kitchen. 

The kitchen is the nerve center 
for still another reason. It is from 
the kitchen that the food sue 
serves, which provides the family 
with its steam and go-power, 
comes to equip them for such 
activities as each member en- 
counters in his daily life. 

Therefore, when the food that 
comes out of that kitchen falls 
short of being well prepared and 
nutritionally adequate, each one 



in the family is at a disadvan- 
tage and ill equipped to carry on 
tis or her job. Soon they, too, ac- 
quire this "tired" feeling. 

Since the matter of selecting 
food at the market can often be 
the most important factor is as- 
suring a smooth running kitchen, 
and healthful meals for the fam- 
ily, it would be well for the 
homemaker to evaluate her meth- 
od of food selection in the light 
of becoming a more intelligent 

There are three keys to suc- 
cess in food shopping that can be 
of much help. These keys are — 
Wise Planning. Intelligent Selec- 
tion, and Proper Care. 

Though they have been often 
repeated in the past, they are not 
idle words to be lightly passed 
over for reflection at a later time 
Now is the time to think on their 
wisdom and mend our ways uc- 
cordingly. There are few of us 
who could not benefit by a criti- 
cal analysis of our food buying 
habits from time to time. Such 
self-searching can well mean 
more time, energy, and money 
for other activities in li»57.
